Yet for all this, I 
have been. ſo bold as to try a Reconciliation be-

by confounding. the. two Sexes together, or like 
him, deceiv'd the Gueſts, in ſetting nought before 
them, but Bones cover'd with Fat.

But 
he had ſcarce opened his Mouth to anſwer, but I 
found my ſelf charm'd with the ſweetneſs of his 
Eloquence. For he fell to praiſing Philoſophy and 
its off-ſpring, Liberty, and to laughing at thoſe 
things, which Men adore , as Glory , Honour , + 
Riches ; and he faid, we were very much in the 
wrong, when we ſtiled them Goods, which caus'd ſo 
much Miſchief. As therefore Ilent my ear very at- 
tentively to this Diſcourſe, I perceiv'd my ſelf agi- 
tated by very different paſſions. On the one fide, 
I was aſham'd of the loye I had had till _ = 
I e 
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thoſe things: and on the other, I was extreamly 
rkneſs, into clear Light ; ſo as totally forget- 
ting the Cure of my Eyes, I took care of that of 
my Soul, and of a more dangerous Blindneſs. Juſt 
in this thought I was, when you accoſted me ; and 
tranſportedly fancying my ſelf in the train and at- 
tendance of this Heroe, I ſcorn'd and trampled on 
all worldly things, like Dirt.

_ their Great Palaces and Excellent Furniture, 
x none ſhou'd come to ſee them ?. For theſe things 
are not ſo Conſiderable in themſelves, but in the 
Elteem men have of them, and in the Opinion, 
they entertain of being made happy..in their Poſ- 
ſeſſion. It were fit therefore, for the Abatement 
of their Pride, to Oppoſe Contempt to their 
Vanity, finceHumouring them encreaſes their = F 
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 Yetin Courtiers,and likemiſeinIgnorant and Unlet- 


ter'd Creatures, this wou'd be Pardonable , they 
beirig unable to de any thing elfe: but for thoſe, 
who make Profeſſion of deep Wiſdom and Philoſo- 
phy, for them to be the molt flowching Flatterers, 
tis Infupportable. With what eye (think you? ) 
do I ſee a Philoſopher with his reverend gray Hairs 
among a Troop of Courtiers in the train of fome 
Great man, making his Court toa Servant, to gain 
the Maſter's Favour ? They ought at leaſt tochange _ 
their Garb, and 1ay aſide their Auſtere Mien, when 
they wou'd do things unworthy of them; and not 
to practice Vice in the Maſquerade of Vertue: for, 
herein, they do nothing differ from others, and 
are the moſt Inſolent and Saucy in the Debauch, 
without ſpeaking of their Cramm'd Bellies , and 
Ilnſtrious Faces. #e alſo particularly found fault 
with thoſe, that Teach for Money , and make a 
Trafic of Vertue, as if they ſet Wiſdom to Sale 
on a Stall in the Market : Their Schools he call'd 
Shops and Taverns, and cou'd not endure, that 4 
man, who profeſt a Contempt of Riches and would 
render them odious, ſhou'd lead a Life ſo Contrary 
to his Do&trin. And indeed, he took no Pay for his 
Knowlege: and they,who ſtood in need;might con- 


fulthimat any time,and draw out what they pleas'd 


from thence, as from a Publick Fountain. - For 
he took ſo little care to Enrich himſelf, as he neg- 
lefted his own Eſtate, and very bountifully every 
year ſupplied the Neceſlities of Poor Scholars our 
of his Revenue. He believ'd, that the Enjoyment 
of Things did not appertain fo us, but in propor- 
tion to the Need, we had of therh, and that it was 
a piece of Injuſtice, to Retain the Reſt.

Chriſtians are like thoſe we call [Primitive; ' But as I was a ſay- 
ing, he being an Officer, and metzting with bis Death in a Sea- 
Engagement betwixt Thr aud the Lacedemonians, the people made 
an Edit, that no Poet ſhou'd be permitted to zo into the Wars 
thenceforwards; which ever tince they have religiouſly obſerv'd. We 
are to lament the loſs of his Comedies , which were 17 in al,, and 
had the Freedom and Wit in 'emof the Ancient-Scexe : But thoſe of 
Ariſtophanes, remaining with us, make ſome amends. 

But this was not ſo great a Crime to Droll on a 
fThe private Perſon, at a | time ſet apart for Pub- 
ur Sg lick Mirth and Jollity , wnerein Buffoonry made 
* vppart of the Feſtival, as to aſſemble a whole 

Company of worthy and Honourable Perſons, 
and to rehearſe a Volume of InveCtives (as this 
Raskal did againſt the moſt Celebrated Philoſo- 
phers, without their having given him any occa- 
fon, which renders him without all manner of 
Excuſe. But what's molt inſupportable, 1s to ſee 
therh borrow the ſacred Naine of Philoſophy to 
abuſe her Diſciples, and make uſe of Dialogue 
our Favorite, againſt our ſelves, having cor- 
rupted even Meppus, one of my followets, that 
he may make a Mock of. us the more boldly : 
Wherefore we ought to puniſh him in- ſuch a 
manner as that he may be made anexample,unleſs 

' we have'a mind to become a laughing-ſtock to 
the whole World, and give a Licenſe to all man- 
kind to put indignities upon Us. For to be 
ſilent 1n this Occafion, -.wou'd not be ——_ 
ut

but Poorneſs of Spirit, after having ſuffer the 
greateſt Afront that can be done free People, 
which is to ſell *em for Bond-men, and me parti- 
cularly, whom he parted with for two pence, as 
the ſhame of all the reſt. How cunning ſoever he 
may be, I know not what he can ſay for having 
thus prophan'd what is: moſt Holy among Men. 
This is the reaſon why weare Aſſembled ; and we 
addreſs our ſelves to Tow, to take vengeance for 
this Injury, ſo as to prevent our being deſpiſed 
for the future, or any other ever to attempt to 
do the like again. 

Philoſophers. Hum, Hum, Hum! O brave Dis- 
genes! this is talking vigorouſly, and ſaying ma- 
ny things in few words. 

Philoſophy; Ceaſe thoſe vain Hnzz.a's and Ac- 
clamations, and pour Water for the Defendant, 
that he may make hisPlea. 

Philoſophers. W hat will he now ſay, trow ? 

Lucian, That Diogenes has not faid all which 
made againft me, and forgot what was moſt out- 
ragious, whereof I am nevertheleſs fo little a- 
ſham'd, that T mean to out with it my ſelf, both 
for that it will contribute towards making known 
the Truth, and ſhew who rhoſe are that my De- 
{gn was tolaſh in that Satyr. If my Anſwer has 
any thing rude in it, let not me be found fault 
with, but thoſe who are the Cauſe of it by their 
Vices. Now to look a little back into this Mat- 
ter, aſſoon as I had obſery'd the Lying, Impu- 
dence and Bawlings of the Bar, with theother 
Vices of Pettifoggers, I quickly left it, to go 
and put my ſelf into the Arms of Philoſophy, as 
into a ſafe Port; for ſhe leads a calm and feden- 
tary Life, remote from Trouble and Diſcord;

Ara AY 0! but few do. When I had then perceiv'd ſeveral

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who did not love Philoſophy ſo much for x ſelf, 
and contented themſelves with having the meen 
and the appearance of Philoſophers without the 
Effeft ; 1 fell into a paſſion to ſee *em thus pro- 
Phane that Sacred Name, and could not endure 
that Apes ſhould counterfeit Men, nor that an 
Aſs' cover'd with a Lion's Skin, ſhould paſs for 
what it was not. But whatvexd me moſt, .1s, 
that they would render Ph:loſ[ophy the Accomplice 
of their Failings, and accuſe by their Vices thoſe 
Great Men, whoſe Name they borrow'd to cover 
their Crimes. For as People had loſt the Ideaof 
their Life, and no longer knew after what man- 
ner they had\liv'd, this render'd the Calumny 
the more plauiible. Wherefore, I would needs 
contrive ſome piece of Raillery, conformable to 
the humour of the People, to teach *em how to 
diſtinguiſh you from thoſe infamons Scoundrels ; 
but you cou*d not brook it ; nay, ye hurry me to 
the Stake for that very reaſon. But tell me(Gen- 
tlemen.) I beſeech ye ; ſuppoie I ſaw a man re- 
vealing the Sacred Myſteries of the Gods, ſhou'd 
I be impious for checking him ? D'ye not ſee 
that the Maſter of the Revels does often cauſe 
AQtors to be whipp'd in his preſznce, that repre- 
Jent Jupiter, Minerva and Neptune fillily, with- 
out thoſe Gods taking it 11l ? and that thoſe are 
puniſhd who don't perform their * Perſonages 


well? for to faulter in that of a Meſſenger or a 


Slave, there's no great danger ; but 'tis unpar- 
donable. to diſhonour an Hero, 'or 2 God, -by laſ- 
Civ10us 
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civious Geſtures, or unbecoming Countenances. 
And- what's moſt ſtrange , 1s, that there are 
thoſe who ſeem to ſtudy your Maximes, tolead a 
Courſe of life quite contrary;tor they never ccaſe 
bawling,that men mult deſpiſe Glory and Riches, 
live without Paſlion, and only eſteem that Good 
which is Honeſt, and nevertheleſs they run after 
Grandeurs and Vanities, teach only for Money, 
are more cholerick than little Dogs, more. mu- 
tinous than Cocks, more fearful than Hares, more 
laſcivious than Sparrows, and more thieviſh than 
Owls ; they ſet all the World a laughing when 
they are ſeen in the Crowd, in the Retinue of ' 
Grandees, and thronging at their Doors , or at 
their Table, where they are inſupportable even 
to Courtiers, with their fulſom fordid Flatte- 
ries; and conſtrain'd by the ſtrentgh of Wine,do 
{ay and commit an hundred extravagancies, and 
expoſe Philoſophy to Laughter. Bur the great- 
eſt. ſhame is, that telling us, the W:ſe man has 
need of nothing, and poſleſles all in himſelf, they 
never leave off begging; which is a thing as 
pleaſant, as to ſee a man beg all array'd in pur- 
ple, and Crown'd with a Diadem. And yet 
when they importune you with their Requelts, 
they preach ye along Sermon upoa Liberaliry, 
and ſay that Riches are indifferent. , But if any 
one of their Friends ſtands in need of oughc, 
or deſires 'em to impart to him of what they 
have, even to ſuperfluity , they remain as mute *' 
as Fiſhes, . and-all thoſe hne Diſcourſes of Virtue, 
vaniſh into Smoke. In a Word, their Friead- 
ſhip laſts no longer than while no body meddles 
with their-purſe ; the leaſt intereſt is capable of 
D 3 breaking

breakingi4t, and'of making 'em: renounce their 
Maximes ; like to thoſe Dogs who play together, 
but if a man chance to throw a Bone among em, 
they immediately fall a, fighting and biting one 
another for it. There goesa report to this pur- _ 
poſe, how that formerly a King of eAgyze. had 
Apes taught to dance, which they perform'd to 
admirat)on ; that Creature loving to.counterfeit 
all the Aftions of Man. This SpeCtacle laſted a 
long while, until a certain Citizen out of Ro- 
guery threw Nuts into the Room where they 
danc*d-; for then forgetting their ſteps, and 
their affected countenance , they fell upon 'em 
pell-mell without regard to their fine Cloaths, 
or their Masks, and forgot that which they re- 
preſented for that they really were. The very 
fame thing is done by thoſe Philoſophers where- 
of I ſpeak: for far be ir from me toreflet upon 
others. But tell me, I beſeech ye, Gentlemen ; 
what have thoſe people in common with you, 
more than the Meen and Appearance? Nay,and 
I'de pardon 'em, did they counterfeit you well; 
but they are as far from that as Heaven is from 
Earth. This is whatl1 had to ſay in my Defence ; 
and I call 77xch to witneſs, if 1 have ſaid ought 
but what ſhe her ſelf knows. 

Philoſophy. Do you withdraw ;----Come, your 
Yerdidts, my Companions , What think ye of 
this Matter ? FITS. 19 | 
_ Truth, For my part, while he was ſpeaking, I 
look'd down for meer ſhame, and cou'd a! wiſh'd

LIE the Reign of Ly/imachus, [we are 
4A. told ] the Inhabitants of Abdera were 
troubled with a very violent burning Fever, 
which ended on the ſeventh «day, by a flux 
of Blood, or a Sweat. But what'ſeem'd-moft 
ſtrange herein, was, that all thoſe who were 
taken with it, rehears'd Tragedys, and parti- 
cularly Euripides his Anaromeaa, with a grave 
air, and a doleful Accent, and the whole City 
was full of theſe Muſhroom Comedians, who 
all pale and disfigured, cryed, WS 

O Love, thou Tyrant bothof Gods ard Men ! 
and plfyed. the reſt of Perſ&:s his part very 
melancholily ;: which laſted till the coming 
p © Winter, when the ſharp, cold Weather 

rryedaway all this Frehzy. The fource of 
this Malady was the Actor Archelaws,. who 
was in great vogue at-that time, and had 
acted this Tragedy with applanſe, in the moſt 
burning Heats of Summer ; infomuch as ſ{e- 
veral at their return from the Theatre went 
to Bed, -and on the morrow reacted him over 
again, having their minds ſtill full of Tragical 
and fuſtian ftutf: ' Somewhat © of the like Ma- 
lady has obtain'd lately.

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- have already publiſhed their Works, with 
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thereupon'gain'd over the Barbarians, cannot 
forbear, not act ing Tragedys (and indeed ic 
would be not unpleaſant to hear good Verſes 
repeated) but writing Hiſtory ; and nothing 
noiv-is to. be ſeen but Xenophons, © Herodotas's, 
&Thucydides's,which juſtifies the ſaying of that 
Ancient, that * War. i the Mother of all, {1nce 
it even produces Hiſtorians. - Thus after D#o- 
genes his Example, who when Philip made 

is entrance, ſeeing the Corinthians employ'd, 
ſome in repairing their Breaches, others mn 
cleanſing their Arms, amuſed himſelf with 


. rolling his Tub, that he might not be the 0n- 


ly Man idle in ſo buſte a Town. 

' I took. my Pen in hand that I might not 
play a Mute-part in the Comedy, nox hold 
my peace, while all the World were ſpeak- 
ing. : Nevertheleſs, if I were fo raſh as. te 
undertake to write Hiſtory, I ſhould be very 
much afraid of running _ ſome flat, or 
fome Rock hidden under the Waves, *which 
might ſplit my crazy Veſlel. + I will onlygive 
fome_ Inſtructions: to theſe new Hiſtorians, 
though the moſt part do not believe they 


' have need -of any, and fancy-there needs no 
- more. than the explaining themſelves pafhably 


well tothe becoming a.good Hiſtorian. -* But 
you know well the contrary, my dear Philo, 
2nd that there's hardly any thing more difh- 
cult, if a man- would write for Eternity, as 
Thucyaides {ays. +I know very well: this Ef- 
{ay will not be over-pleaſing to- thoſe: who

fince the Armenian Defeat, and the Vidtories 
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the accuſtomed Acclamations; but it may be 


ſerviceable to them another time in+ their - 


Writing of Forein Wars, ſince, according to 
the ſtate the Koman Empire now is in, nothing 
rationally dare ſhock it. If they will not re- 
ceive Inſtruction, I ſhall not much care; and 
though all the Abderires had the burning Fe- 
ver, the Phyſician would but laugh. Now as 
all Precepts concern what ought to- be done, 
and what ought to be avoided, with the letter I 
ſhall begin, without enlarging my ſelf upon 


the others, which are common to all the Pro- 


ducts of Wit, and which concern the Order, 
Thoughts and Exprefſion 3 bur I ſhall confine 
my ſelf to thoſe which are proper and pecu- 
liar to our Subject. Firſt of 
do theſe new Doctors commit, when inſtead 
of relating pal the things as they paſled, 
they fall ro blaming or commending the Lea- 
ders, and make a Satyr or a Panegyrique in- 
ſtead of an Hiſtory ; without conſidering theſe 
things are as remote from one another, as 
Heaven is from Earth. For he who com- 
mends has no other Aim than to pleaſe, and 
cares not though he does it to the prejudice of 
Truth ; but the leaſt Fiction corrupts the na- 
tureof Hiſtory, and makes a Fable of a Truth. 
Neither does Hiſtory agree with Poetry, 
which has no other boundary than what the 
Fancy of the Poet 1s pleaſed to allow it; 
whoſe Reaſon is called Fury, But it's more 
chaft, and cannot” employ the Ornaments of 
Poetry , no more than a civil Woman thoſe 
of a Courtezan ; {o wo the rather, in that 
2 IC 


all, what a faule 
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it does not borrow the help-of Fictions, ant{ 


has not the figures and motions, which tranſ(- 
port the Soul, and joſtle -it out of its ſear, 
Thus, if you deck it with too many Orna+ 
ments; you render it like to Hercnles drefs'd 
up in Omph4le's cloaths, which is the higheſt 
Extravagance, Not but that it may ſome- 
times gracefully employ praiſes ; but it muſt 
be very reſeryed in that matter, and ſtill call 
to mind, that its {cope is not to pleaſe, but 
to inſtry&t 3 and that jt does. not ſo much 
labour for the Moderns as for Poſterity : 
So that they are miſtaken who divide Hi- 
F- ſtory into two parts, the Uſeful and the De- 
E lightful, and 4: that reaſon comprehend 
"_ praiſes therein. For the Hiſtorian ought to 
have no other Dritt than the profit, which 
may be reap'd from a true Narration, and 
if he mingles any A}lurements in his Work; 
it ought not to corrupt the Truth of it, 
but to make -it be the better- receiy'd; 
Now, what ſavours too much of flattery, 
difeuſts a- worthy honeſt man, inſtead of 
pleaſing him; and he it is whom an Hiſto- 
rian ought to propoſe the giving Content- 
ment to, withour minding ' others. -/ For, 
though -one ſhould pleaſe ſome people, men 
-of ſenſe would-but laugh at it, becauſe they 
know -that the. perfection of each -thing 
R conſiſts in .its ;nature,. and: if you warp it 
from its own nature, you-, make. a Monſter 
inſtead of a': Miracle. .I omit. that, .-praiſes 
are commonly pleafing only to .thoſe who 
gre praiſed, and that to.pleaſe them ro 
444 3.9 Tn oh OR I ThE) 
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they muſt be very nicez but they are in- 
ſupportable to all the World, when they 
contain Exceſſive: Hyperboles, and manifeſt 
Flatteries: Yet ſeveral, who know not how 
 todreſs themy up, and have not the gift of 
.a graceful ranging and contrivance, content 
themſelves with afſembling,and tacking roge- 
ther ſeveral incredible things, without 16 
much as giving them the leaſt tincture of truths 
but very far from pleaſing, they make even 
thoſe mad whom they cajole, if ſo be 
they ' have the leaſt grain - of Modeſty, 
To this purpoſe they ſay that 4*iftobilus, 
one of Alexanders Captains, reading one day 
to that Great Prince, (whoſe Hiſtory he hag 
written) the Battel againſt Porws, wherein he 
blended many extravagant flatteries ; Alexan- 
der, who was then failing upon the Hydaſpes, 
threw the Book into the River, and very 
warmly told him, he ought to be ſerv'd. in the 
{ame manner; for being {o audacious, to attri- 
bute- falſe Exploits-to Alexander, as if he hat 
not perform'd enough that were real. This 
' anger was very juſt, and very comformable to 
another ation of that Prince, when he reject» 
edthe Archite& that would have cut mount 
Athos after his Reſemblance;yand fo order the 
matter. that in one hand he ſhould hold a Ci- 
iy and with the other pour forth a River, 
nd indeed, finee that-time he made no more 
uſe of Ariftobulus,, having fully perceived his - 
fawning and baſene(s. For what'pleaſyre can 
there be in hearing falſe praiſes, unleſs one is 
of the humour of Women, who will needs 
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be'drawn more beautiful than they are, as if 
thaticorrected their imperfections,or theywere 
the more ſound and healchful, for having'a 
better Complexion in - their Pitures. Yet 
moſt modern Hiſtorians commit this faake 
without minding poſterity, to whom they ren- 
der their Hiſtory ſuſpected by this great Er- 
rour. If then pleaſingnels is to be maxt there- 
1n, it ought (as I faid) to bethat which Trath 
is capable of receiving, and-not falſe Orna- 
ments, as I haver ed in theſe new Hi- 
ſtorians. And I beſeech you not to look u 
on what I ſay as incredible, for its being ridi- 
culous; ſince I would take my Oath on't'up- 
on occaſion, if it was decent” to {wear in a 
Book. One he begins his Hiſtory with the 
Invocation of the-Avſes, and: beſeeches them 
to fayour his Defign, and to finiſh as he has be= 
gun; he compares the Emperour to Achilles, 
and the King of Perſia to Therſiis, withour 
con{1dering he would do him-much more Ho- 
nour in comparing him with - #efor, ſo to 
render his Defeat the more illuſtrious. He 
adds to thisa Commendation of- himſelf, and 
of his own Country, tothew he-1s worthy of 
writing Hiſtory; and gives a hint by the way 
that-if Homer hadidone it, he had ſaved the 
Grammarians a'great Proceſs, who are now 
- bickering with one another npon this Sub- 
. jet. He finiſhes his Exordizm with a. Pro- 
teſtation. of Jeflening -che advantages of the 
Enemies, and extolling ours, and enters 
upon the matter : #or this unhappy Vologeſus 
made V/ ar upon the Emperour for the reaſon,whichb 
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dides, thus begins his Hiſtory after his Exam- 
ple,. Creperins Calparnianus, Citizen of Pom- 
peiopolis; has written the War of the Parthians 
and Romans, beginning with its firſ® Riſe.  At- 
ter {o fine a beginning, it's eaſy £0 judge of 


the reſt :. for he 'makes a certain Orator of © _ 
* Corfu lay.a thouſand extrayagancies, and * Corcyrti 


ſends the Plague arnongſt the Niſtbers ;, for 
that-they- would not embrace our Party ; bor- 
rowing all out: of the Hiſtory of Thxcydides, 
except the long Walls of Athens. He paſſes. 
* out of ethiopza into egypt, and into the 


Dominions of the Perſian King, where I left 


him juſt in the nick, as he was burying the 
Athenians at Niſbis, judging ſufficiently what 
hecould ſay after {o.quaint a beginning. Now 
is not this.a pure way of imitating Thucydides, 
to:filch what he ſays, to apply it to a quite 


different ſubje& ? But not content with this, 


into his Hiſtory he brings Latine Terms of 


Arms and Machines, and ſays the Bridge, and - 


the Dzech, as they doin that Language, which 


isa thing very pleaſing (no doubt) toGreciar: 


Ears. - Another has made his like a Journal of 
ſome Souldier; or Vidualler of .a Camp; 
wherein he is more excuſable than the orhers; 
for if this does not ſerve inſtead of Hiſtory, 
1t may at leaſt ſerve for aMemoir to an Hiſto- 
rian. . Bur his Inſcription is too ſtately for fo 
thin and meager a Writer 3 The Parthian 
Hiſtory of Callimorphus:; Phyſician of the 
Haſtairs of the fixth- Legion, No leſs Extra- 
vagant is his Preface : = he maintains _ 
4 the 


ge 
follows, Anotlier a great imitator of Thacy- | 
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the-writing of Hiory, is the Phyſicians Pro- 
vince, becauſe forſooth eAſculapins is:the Son 
of Apollo, who is-the: Father of- the Sciences, 
and the Patron of the Mules ; and then he in” 
termingles low and popular terms among the 
Wantonneffes of the Jonick Dialect. But to 
' fay ſomething of the Philoſophers, one - a- 
mongſt-them ( whoſe Name I conceal out of 
reſpe&t ) ſurpaſſes all the reſt in Extravagance; 
for he averrs at firſt daſh that it only-belongs 
to the Wiſe Man to write Hiſtory 3 and to: 
prove this, he faggots Argument upon Argu- 
ment, in all the Figures, crouding amidſt ridi- 
culous Propoſitions, Groſs and Pedantick 
fatteries, - But what's moſt inſupportable; is: 
his faying at the beginning,that the Emperour 
will have this advantage; over other Princes, 
that Philoſophers will be. his Hiſtorians 
which it had been'much more handſome to 
haveleft to the. thoughts of others, than to 
ſay ſo bimſelf, Neither is he to be torgot- 
ten, who to ape Herodotus, as the other did 
Thucydides, begins in this manner: come now 
to ſpeak, of ' the Perſians and Romans. And af- 
terwards, for. ſome misfortune muſt 'needs have 
happened to the Perſians. And immediately 
after, there was one Olroes, whom the Greeks 
call Oxyroes , and . more ſuch like ſtuff, 
Another -1lluſtrious for. his Eloquence, and a 
great Jmitator of Thucydides, ( if he.does not 
{urpaſs him) takes delight in deſcribing all 
the. Cities, Fields, Rivers and Mauntains, to 
give the more clearnels, ( as he fancies.) tohis 
_ Hiſtory; but his-Deſcriptions are Oat 
& Ig c0 
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cold, that they exceed the Caſpian Snows, and 
all the Ice of the North. A Book hardly 
- ſuffices him for the deſcribing the Emperour's 
Buckfer, in'the midſt whereof, a Gorgon is 
conſpicuous, it's Head being all hung abour 
with Snakes -and Serpents, after'the manner 
of a Head of Hair, with: dreadful ſtaring 
looks. His Belt he compares to the Rainbow. 
How many words does he ſpend in deſcribing 
YVologeſws his Veſt; \with- his Horſes Bridle, 
andOjroesHead ofHair,ſwimming through the 
| Tigris, from whence he flies into a Den, ſha- 
ded with Myrtles, Laurel andIvy,which makes 


a Covering, proof againſt the Sun's Beams? - 


Are not theſe very neceſſary Circumſtances 
but this miſery moceny for that they know 
not what-is to be kept filent, and what ooghe 
to be expreſſed, and are not capable of cul- 
ling out the fine places, nor of deſcribing 
them ;. like to thoſe Servants enriched by 
their Maſters death, who know not yet how a 
Cloak is to be worn, and at Meals burſt them- 
{elves with Pudding or Pottage, without tou- 
ching the dainty Meats. - The Gentleman al- 
ſo takes delight, in deſcribing incredible 
wounds, and ſtrange forts of Deaths ; for he 
ſays, that a man being wounded in the great 
Toe, dyed ſuddenly, and that by an Exclama- 
tion only of the General, ſeven or eight men 
fell ſtone-dead upon the ground. As forthe 
number of thecead, he even {urpaſles what is 
mentioned in the Emperours Lerters. For 
he ſays there died ſeventy thouſard tworhun- 


dred and thirty fix of the Enemies, and row 
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but” two were killed on the Romans fide; 
and nine wounded, which is both incredible 
and ridiculous. But to appear the more ele- 

ant, and not to corrupt ( as the other has 

one”) the tom of the Greek Tongue by Bar- 
barous and Forreign Terms ; he ſays, Cronus 
for Saturninus, Phrontis tor Phronto, Titanins 
for Titians, and other the like, or more hor- 
rid impertinences.-.. Concerning the Death of 
Severian, he a all the world's miſtaken,and 
that he died of hunger, and not by a wound 
with a Sword, as People did believe; not con- 
fidering that ſeveral make a ſhift to hold out 
tillthe ſeventh day without eating, and that 
he lay but three ; unleſs Ofroes hadiſtayedon 
 purpole ſeven days upon the field of- Battle, 
waiting until his Enemy was famiſh'd to 
Death, . But what ſhall we ſay of thoſe that 
make uſe of Poetick terms in their Hiſtory;as 
if : they put a Pump:on one foot, and a Buskin 
on-tother, to play both Comedy, and Trage- 
dy together. Others ſwell inthe beginning 
of their work, as if they were:going to utter 
ſome mighty and wonderful matter,yet Mid- 
wite nought but ordinary things ina {niveling, 
low, and crawling ſtile, which -puts me in 
mind of thoſe Pictures, wherein C pid 1s pain- 
ted with a Maſque of '#ercules, or of ſome of 
'the Fitans, and of the Proverb which ſays, 
'Oxce upon a Time. the Mountains were in labour 
and. only brought «forth a Monſe. For in all 
things the unity of 'the Character ought to be 
maintained, and: there's: no tacking of Rags 
with Purple, nor putting a Gyants Head upon 
ſj 2 
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4 Dwarf. Some make a Body without a Head; 


and think they have a Loophool in the exam- 


pleof YXenophon, who begins his Rerreat of the 
ten thouſand, in this manner, Darius and Pari- 


ſatis had two Sons';, but they know not that 


there are narrations, which ferve inſtead of 
an exordium, as by and by T'le make appear 3 
Nay; and a man might excuſe the failures of 
Elocution and Diſpoſition; but to be miſtaken 
in-Deſcriptions, not of ſome Leagues, but of 
whole days Foxrnies; this is -unpardonable, as 
he-who ſays: Europus #'« Colony of the 
Edefleans Meſopotamia, two days journey 
from the Euphrates; 8 as if this was not ſuffict- 
ent,he tranſports thither the place of myBirth, 
with its Towers, 8& Remparts, cum pertmentiss, 
and fays that Samoſara' is walh'd by Emphrates, 
and Tigrss.as if they both ran-under its Walls, 
though there needs no great diſcourſe to per- 
fuade you I am neither a Parthian, nor a;Chal- 
dean. In brief; he goes to work 1o neghgent- 
ly, that one would fay he has Compos d his 
Hiſtory from the Rumours and Ordinaries of 
the Town, and had never ſeen any Body thar 
had been in Syria. He adds a pleaſant particu- 
lar of Severianus, and {wears he had it from 
thoſe who made their eſcape from the Battel, 
that he broke a great Chryſtal-Glaſs, which 
had been given him, and with a piece on't cut 
his own Throat, ſo to die of a Tragical end, 
without having-recourſe either to the Sword, 
of toPoyſon, as Deaths too common. Then 
he falls to making his Funeral Oration, after 
the Example of Thacydides,” who: has __ 
«l-- POS 
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pos'd the Eulogy of thoſe that died firſt in the- 
Peloponneſean War, for I know not how the 
Devil it comes to paſs, but they are all for that 
Author, though he never [thought of them, 
not the Armenian Defeat, thus having burie 
his Hero EY; he cauſes to get up 
on his Sepulcher a Riyal of Pericles in Elo-. 
quence, that is toſay,a Centurion called Afre- 
»1us Silo, who ſays 10 many, and ſuch. rueful 
things, that it made me weep with overmuch' 
laughing, eſpecially -when at the end of his 
Harangue,: he moſt bitterly laments the re- 
membrance of the good Bits he had eaten at 
his Table, and the Bumpers he had drunk. And 
to end like Ajax, he draws his Sword after 
all his Lamentations, and runs it through his 
own Body ; the more the pity: truly, tor he 
ought to have died by the hands. of the Exe- 
cutioner after fo wretched a ſpeech. ' Never- 
theleſs the Author ſays, that all the By-ſtan- 
ders amazed aro gallant an Action, began to 
clap their-hands like mad, and extol tothe 
very Heavens this Afrenivs with his Praiſes: 
And truly he is praiſe-worthy: for having re- 
membred the- good Cheer he had beea feafted 
with, and ſhowing he was not ungrateful-ar 
his .Deach. But 1 could with he had-be- 
fore that, for the ſparing -us the ' trouble,.of 
reading {o many. follies, ſtrangled his Hiſto- 
rian, Some without deli Upon the eflen+ 
tial things, make it their bulinels ro-tell us rey 
diculous, or-umpertinent Curigltties. Asif-a 
man, having undertaken; to-deſcribe -the Stas 
tye of. Jupiter, Olympicus, ſhou'd begin-y4jch 
his 
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his Buskins,or trifle indrawing the Baſis, with- 
out touching the reſt. For one of them ſays 
but three words of the Battle; and enlarges 
upon the: Adyentures of a Mooriſh Cavalier, 
that ſtragled among-the Rocks to. find out 
water, and having found Peaſants at Dinner, 
fat down to Table with them, after having 
been known by one of thoſe Bumpkins, who 
had been in Mawritaria, where he had a Bro- 
ther that bore Arms. He adds to this ſtories 
enow to make a man ſleep ſtanding :: How 
this Peaſant was a. hunting in that Country, 
where-he ſaw Herds of Elephants, and had 
like to have been torn to pieces by a Lyon 3 
that he bought great Fiſh at Ceſarea:; ſo that 
this quaint Hiſtorian leaving apart the Relati- 
on of {o famous a Battel, and all the memo- 
rable occurrences on each ſide, toys away his 
_ time in contemplating a Country-fellow buy-= 


ing of Fiſh at a cheap Market-price, and if 


night had not come on, I fancy the Royſter 
wou'd have ſupp'd with him, for Supper was 
ready. Conſider a little what a loſs we ſhou'd 
have had, if theſe glorious Memoirs had been 
loſt, or that this Adooriſh Cavalier had not 
been thirſty in the Batrel, or had gone back 
without drinking.

When a 
" Man is become O1d, he does not dye, but diſ- 
ſolveth into Smoak ; they uſe all the ſame Food, 
 whichare Frogs broiPd upon the Coales;: for 
the Air is full of them , but they do not cat 
them, but Content themſelves with Lapping 
vp their Steam : for which purpoſe they ga- ' 
ther round about the Coales when they are broil- 
ing, as if it were about a Table: Their Drink 
is Air preſs*d ia a Glaſs which yieldeth a Liquor

I have often ſeen my 
Friends, and-thoke of my Acquaintance, -bur I 
know not whether they ſaw me, hut if they be-

Having taken leave of the King, and all his

We muſt now conkfider 
what Courſe we muſt take to live here, and to 
defend our ſelves againſt ſo nanhy Monſters. 
Whar number may they all amount to ? Said. I. 
More than a thouſand, replyed he ; but they 
have no other Armes than the bones of Fiſhes. 
Since they are Unarmed, replyed 1, We ſhall ea- 
fly bring is about, and having defeated them, 
We Shall Inhabit the Country without fear. 
Whereupon we reſolved to Fight, and returned 
to our Ship, to make the neceſſary Preparati- 
ons, VVe began the VVar by the Refuſal of 
the Tribute ; for they coming to demand it, 
we made them anſwer after an arrogant manner, 


that we were born free, and affronted their - 


Deputies. VVhereupon the Pſtopodians and 
Pagurades came againſt us with great "Tiimulr ; 
But we were prepared for their Reception, and 
had laid five and twenty of our men in Am- 
buſh with Orders not to Riſe, until the Exemy 
was paſt by, and then Charge them in the Rear, 
for VVe with the Reſt expected them Couragj- 
ouſly. The Fight was furious and obſtinate, 
but at length the Victory fell on our ſide, and

phin, upon the Rumour of this Defeat, the reſt 


_ of the Inhabitans took'up Armes, and March'd 


againſt us the next morning, with, great -Order 
and Fury, under the Conduct of P:lamws. The 


' Tarichans had the Right V Ving, the Cynocepha- 


lians the Left 3 the Carcmechirs made up the 
Main Battle, none but the Tr:ronomenadetans ſtaid 
at home, and were reſolv*d to be Neutral. We 
Rencountred them near the Temple of Neptune, 
and join'd Fight with many Shouts, whichEcho- 
ed in the Whales B:lly, as if it had-been in a 
Cave, They were eaſily defeated, becauſe they 
were naked, and without Armes ; ſo as we 
purſued them to the very Forreſt. Immediate- 
ly they ſent to Court our Alliance, and upon 
our refufal, return'd to.the Combate, where they 
were all Cut. to pieces, The 7rironomendetans 
having heard this News, fl:q away through the 
Gills of the Fiſh, and caſt themſelves into the 
Sea. After this Victory , We remain'd Ma- 
ſters of the Country, ſpending our time in Hunt- 
ing, and inthe exerciſes of Body, and Activity, 
Cultivating our Vineyards, and gathering in 
peace the Fruits of the Earth 5 Like to Capiives 
Confin*d in a Large and Spacious Priſon, who 
only think of paſſing away their time, and ſtu- 
dy their Recreation. Having lived in this man- 
ner for above a year and half, at length on the 
fifch day of the Ninth Monerth , about the 
ſecond gaping of the Monſter, Who gaped bur 
once every hour, which ſerved to reckon them, 
We heard a great Noiſe like the Calls of Mar- 
rirers, and the ftirring of Oars, Wherefore 
we Crept up to the yery Mouth of the Fiſh,

his Teeth, We ſaw Gyants as great as Coloſſus?s, 
which manag*d Iſlands, as men do Ships. _ 1 
know ſome Infidels will be very loath to believe _. 
one word of this; Nevertheleſs. Pll affirm it, 
becauſe tris true. Theſe.Iflands were. long and 
narrow, but not very high, and might be about 
an hundred Furlongs in Compaſs. About thirty 
of theſe men were there upon each, vvithout 
reckoning thoſe which were employ*'d for its 
Defence ; and theſe thirty men were rangd 
on either fides as the Slayes of a Galley, and 
Row'd with great Pine-Trees, Branches , 
Leaves and all, On the Stern or hinder part 
ſtood the Pilot , holding a Rudder of Cop- 
per, of about an hundred Paces in Length. 
On the other ſxde of the Prow, there were' 
about forty men, Armed all oyer like us , 
except their hair, which was of Fire, which 
defended them as well as an Helmet.

manifold labours, he had undergone for her 
ſake; beſides Thefeus had, other Wives, as the 
Amazon and Ariadne, Alexander was preferred 
before Hannibal, and had aſeat ſet him next to 
Cyr the Elder- Afcer this, we had a Hearing, 
and the firſt queſtion which was askt us, Was 
how we had dared to prophane* thoſe Sacred 
Places with our Mortal Preſence? Upon Our 
Anſwer, We vvere made to withdraw, and by 
the Advice of Cato and Ariftides, they deferr'd 
the puniſhing us for our Curioſity till after our 
Deaths, and in the mean time gave us leave to 
ſee the Rarities of the Countrey, and entertain 
our ſelves vvith the Bleſſed. Immediately our 
Chains fell off of themſelves, and vye vvere 
Condudcted to the City to aſliit at their Feaſts. 


We.yvere raviſh'd at our entrance to ſee a City

Body. For if a man touch them not, He cannor 
diſcover but that they have Bodies ; being alto- 
gether like ſhadows which ſtand upright, and are 


notblack. Old they never grow ; but remain 
continually at the 2ge they dye in, being that 


the Old Men there recover their Beauty and Vi- 

ur- Their Garments are of a fine Crape of 
Parple Colour, ſpun by Spiders void of Venome, 
and ſuch whoſe ſight does not Create an horror, 
It*s never Night in all the Iflands, nor indeed a 
Bright Day, bur a perpetual Dawning or A«- 
rora. Of all the Seaſons they know none but 
the Spring, and feel no bther Wind befides ZLe- 


phyrus; bur the Earth is Cover'd with Flowers 


and Fruits alt the year long, which are gathered 
every Moneth 3 nay, and they are faid to beat 
twice inthe Moneth called 24imexs : Their Ears 
ihſtead of Corn, are loaded with little Loaves 
like Muſbroomes , ſo that they are never at the 
trouble of 'Grinding- or Baking, . There are 


three hundred ſixty five Fountains of freſh Wa-

They keep their Feaſts without the City, in the 


Elyftan-field, under the ſhade of a Wood which 
farrounds it, Where they ſit 'vpon Beds ,of

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Trees of Cryſtal, which bear Glaſſes of all 
ſorts, and you haye no ſooner taken them, but 
inſtantly they are full of Wine. They are at 
no pains to make Garlands, /for the little Birds 
which hop round finging, ſcatter flowers upon 
them, which they have pillaged in the Neigh- 
bouring Meadows; Moreover, there ariſe 
Clouds of Perfumes, as well from the Springs 
as from the River, wherewith the City is in* 
circled, which diflolve into Rain by the help 
of the Winds, and pour a moſt Precious Li- 
quor upon the Heads of thoſe that are at the 
Banquet; They never ceaſe ſinging during the 
Meal, and rehearſing curious fine Verſes, and 
particularly thoſe of Homer, Who is ſeated ar 
mong the- Heroes next above Ulyſſes. Their 
Dances are Compos'd of Beys and Virgins 
and their Muſick-Maſters are Exnomus, Arion, 
Anacreon, and Stefichorua, the laſt of them is 
teconciled with Helena ; When they had finiſh- 
ed their Songs, appear*d a Second Quire of 
Mucifians, Compos'd of Swans and Nightin- 
gales, Which with the Zephyrs make up 2 moſt 
pleaſant Conſort. But what furniſhes moſt to 
the felicity of the Bleſſed, is, that there are 
two Springs, the one of Laughter; and the o- 
ther of Joy. Of which each man Urinks a 
Whetting  Bruſher before he ſits down to Ta- 
ble, which renders him gay and chearful all the 
reſt of the 'day. Now let's ſpeak of thoſe 
who are moſt Eſteemed in that Ifland, and 
who ſtand in the firſt Rank among the Shades.

He told me, they had fo perplex'd him upon 

that ſubject, that he himſelf knew nothing of 

the matter, but that ke believ*d he was of Ba- 

bylan, and there called Tigranes, and Homer a- 

mong the Greeks, whenliving among them as an 

Hoſtage. 1 then ask*d him, whether he made 

thoſe Verſes which are diſallow?d and Damn'd, 

as none of his.

 menthus ſent the Pilot Nanphw along with us, 


to prevent our being ſtopr in 'any of the Netgh- 
bouring Iſlands, and to teſtify our Deſign was 
to go much farther. 720 

Ar our going out of that ſweet and fragrant 
Air, We entered into one thick and ſtinking, 
which diſtilPd Pitch inftead of Dew- We ſmelt 
afar off the Odour of Sulphur and Brimſtone, 
with at Exhalation like unto that. of Dead Bo- 
dies brotling upon the Coals. Amid all this, 
we heard the Laſhings of a Whip, the gingling 
of Chains, and the Roaring of the Damned..We 
touch'd at one of theſe Iſ1inds,which was all be- 
ſet with Craggy Cliffs and Precipices, and with- 
in was only: adry and burnt Rock , without 
Water, and without any Yerdure.

Nor 
was this in yain, for before Sun Setting, VVe 
were Attack*d by abeut twenty men, Who xid 


upon Dolphins, that bounded and neighed hke 


Horſes. When they were come near Us, they 


divided into twe ſquadrons, andencloſing us 4g 


the middle, pelted us with Sea-crabs Eyes, 
which were as big as an Oſtridge-Eggs, where- 
with they had like to have ſtoned vs to Death. 
We repuls*d *em as far as thaar own Ifland, by 
Darting at them again. Their HMand was de- 


fart and barren, which Conftratn*d them toulſe 
the Pyrates Trade. About midaight it beinga 


very great Calm, We met-witha Neſt of Halcy- 
ons,of ſo prodigious a bigneſs, that the Old 
Hen had lik'd to have overturn'd our Ship, only 
by the wind ſhe made with her Wing,” and art 
firſt we took it for a Rock. When we had 
viewed it well, we went up, and found it to be 
mate of. ret Pine-trees, and Contained above 
five hundred Eggs, the leaſt whereof was bigger 
then a Pipe of Malmſey. And ſo near hatching 
time were they, that the Young Squabbs mi 
be ſeen, and we heard them already crying 
in the Shell. Being 5 £0. ſome diſtance thence, 
rodigies befell us. For "4

Bird which was done in Relief upon our. Ships 
Stern, began to ſing; fluſh out with Feathers, 
and diſplay its Wings. Our Pilot, a bald 
fellow,” that had not above two ſpouts of 'a 


_ Side, was in an inſtant Covered with Hair, 


and the Maſt of our Ship budded forth into 
Fruits and Branches. Startled at ſo many 
Wonders, and praying to the Gods to di- 
yert theſe Prodigies, We had not gone 
faf before much greater befell us. We faw 
a Forreſt of Pines and Cyprus-Trees float- 
ing upon the Water without Root. We 
thought at firſt it had been Land, but co- 
ming to it, we found it to be as I faid. In 
the mean while there was no going a Shore 
there, nor paſling through, by reaſon of the 
thickneſs; nor going back, becauſe the VVind 
was contrary.; VVe hoiſted our Shipup to the 


b Top» by help of the Cables, then ſpreading 


our Sails, we ſlid away upon the top, which 
was leavys as if it had been upon Ice. This 
put me .in mind of the Poet Antimachus, who 
calls Navigation a VVoody Race. When werhad 
paſs'd og the Forreſt, which was not very 
deep» we let down our Ship in the ſame 
manner as we hoiſted it up, and Salled up- 
on a Clear and Even Sea until we came to 
a Precipice., For the VVaters dividing 
into two, left in the middle, an Abyſs , 
wherein we had like to have fallen; but we 
quickly furI'd up our Sails, and. having caſt 
an eye on all ſides, we perceived ſomething 


like a Bridge of water, which joyn'd the Su-

perficies of both Seas, and we paſs'd over into 
another Ocean. 


This was a Calm and Pacifick Sea, 'where- - 6, 0+her , 
in we firſt diſcovered a ſmall Iſland , which Extrave-' 
was eaſy of acceſs. There we landed to take gant 444 
in Freſh Water, and Victuals: We .eafily 99799%7% 


found .Water; but ſecking out for Food, we 
heard a great Bellowing a little way off, 
and run thither, thinking it might be- an 
Herd of  Eattel. But at our coming thi- 
ther, We found them to be Savages, ' who 
had Bulls Heads, as the Minotaxre is paint= 
ed among .us9 We would have fled a- 
way, but they purſued us ſo Clofely, that 
they took three of our, ,Companiohs, the 
reſt made. their Eſcape by running, '. When 
, we were got to our Ship; we al Armed our 
ſelves with all poſlible hafte, to | take re- 
venge for this Injury, and to- reſcue .our 


ComradesF but at our coming up, we found 
they were Cutting them to pleces, and di- 


ſtributing them among the - Company. We 
fell upon them in a fury, kilPd fifry of them; 
and took two Priſoners. Now we, having 
nothing to- cat, it was the Advice of ſeve- 
ral that -we ſhould ſerve them in the ſame 
kind as they had ſerv'd our People 3 But 
'we thought it better to keep them, ſo to 
get by their means what, we ſtood in need 
of. Wherefore we Changed them for 
Cheeſe, dryed Fiſh and Pulſe, beſides ſome 


Deer which thoſe Sayages gave us , which . 
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had: but three feet, becauſe the two before 
were united into-one. Having ſtaid there a 
day to refreſh our ſelves after the fatigue 
of the Sea; we departed with a good wind, 


and had not gone far, before we ſaw a world: 


of Fiſh fwimming, and a number of Birds 
flying, and all other Tokens of approach to 
Lend appeared to us. We ſaw there very 
pleaſant Swimmers. © Theſe 'were men lying 
upon their back, with their Privities bolt 
' upright, which ſerved them inſtead of Maſts, 
whereunto a ſmall Sail was faſtnzd, vyhich 
they managed with their hand, and ſo Sail- 
ed np6n the Ocean. Others were ſcated up- 
bn Corks, "and drawn by Dolphins, which 
carryed them (as in a Coach) upon the wa- 
ter. They did us no hurt at all, but coming 
near us, admired our way of Sailing as much

deed, t perceiv'd at the Entrance into one 
of their Houſes, Carcaſſes and Bones of men

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and to take my Mallow's Root according

Death of the Tyrant, there only remain*d ſome 
hopesof being freed from Slavery ; but the Wi- 
ſeſt deſpair'd of ever obtaining this freedom, ſee- 
ing a Succeſſor” who ſtartled the moſt Generous 
from attempting any thing of that kind. Yetall 
theſe Difficulties did not daunt my Courage, and 
without conſidering the danger, I fingle and un- 
aſſiſted, ruſh*d upon this Enterprize , and yet 
rather not ſingle,ſince I had with me my faithful.

Live hencefor- 
ward according to your own Laws, and admini- 
ſter Juſtice as you were wont to do. Yon owe all 
you have to my Conrage, and my Sword ; do 
not deny them a juſt reward. Not but thatI know 
Virtue has no need of any other recompence than 
it ſelf ; but ye ought not to diſhonour ſo brave 
an Aftion by a baſe ingratitude, for fear of ma- 
king it appear leſs, if it be not Crowned. But 
ow what fays he who oppoſes ſo juſt a Deſign ? 
That I havenot flain the Tyrant : E would wil- 
lingly ask hum, whether any thing {till remains 
to be done? Was it not I thatentred the Caſtle, 
repuls'd the Guards, kill'd the Son with my own 
handy and the Father with my own Sword ? 
Doth any man now command, menace or tyran- ' 
nize? ls either of the-Tyrantseſcap'd ? No, no- 
thing of all this ; in Peace is your City, your 
Liberty recover'd, your Laws,re-eſtabliſ'd, and 
Tyranny overthrown. Chaſtity now.triumphs ; 
Mothers and Husbands are void of fear $ithe Ci- 
ty celebrates their Delivery. Whois the Cauſe 
of all this ? 'Let any man appear, and Ile rehign 
the Honour to him : If no body-ſtands forth , 


, why do ye deny.my Valour the Reward which it * 


has' merited, while you ſtand poſleſſed: of its 
good. effefts? But how? the Laws have only 
promiſed a Reward to, him who kill'd the Ty- 
rant; and *tis not 1 that have kiltd him , but he 
himſelf. - But what matters it whether I have 
kill'd him with my hand, or with his own? Do's 
not this come all to one ? and have I not accom- 
pliſh'd the Legiſlator's intent, which was to bo;

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the Tyrant conld not live? Do not conſider , 
Gentlemen, the manner, but the Cauſe of | his 
Death ; for that it is which has deſery'd the Re- 
compence. | And who but I, isthe Cauſe thereof? 
If-I had kilPd him by Famine, or by Poyſon, 
could 1 be diſputed the Reward, under the pre- 
text I had not kill'd bim with my own hand? 
Muſt ye wed your ſelf to Forms , when you have 
the Effet you defire? and in a Cauſe ſo favou- 
rable will you deny an Acknowledgment toyour 
BenefaCftor , by an over-ſcrupulous Interpreta- 
tion ?- I remember how our Laws [ if I have 
not forgot them ſince they have been ſolong out 
of Date] condemn to death the Author as well 
as the Executor of a Crime. From whence it 
follows by the Rule of Contraries, that he who 
does a good Action, whether by himſelf, or the 
intermiſſion of another , does merit an equal 
Recompence. For there's no attributing what 1 
have done-to hazard, nor faying the Event was 
not anſwerable to my Deſign. Tho I might have 
abandon'd the Weakeſt to attack the Strongeſt, 
could I dread what was not to be feared, when 1 
had performed what was moſt perilous ? Unleſs 
you will ſay, He that is dead, was not the Ty- 
rant, becauſe he went not by that Name? Now 
IS it not well known he was rather the only Ty- 
rant, ſince he was the ſole Cauſe: of Tyranny ? 
Beſides, the Tyrant himſelf is dead ;- of what 
do ye complain ? and why are ye ſtill craving 
after the recovery of your Freedom? You ſee 
the Law is contented with the End , without 
kfting too curiouſly into the Means. Why will

liſh Tyrabny, if I have kill'd him, without whom 1 
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you be-more able than. the Legiſlator ?. . If any 
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man hadexpelPd the Tyrant, you would graut 


him the Reward, as to your Deliyerer, though 
for all his being expell'd, there was a poſlibility 
of his being reſtor'd again.

Love of a mans Countrey, to preſent himſelf to 
a Death altogether certain, and undertake alone 
the killing of a Tyrant in the midſt of- his Pa- 
lace and his Guards.

He gave out another Ora- 
cle;.as if written by ſome Wall-nut-tac'd 
Sibyll, to this effect :

Bur to curry favour with /aloss, 
Clarus, and Didyma, where they delivered 
Oracles as deceitful as his, he-commanded 
they ſhould be conſulted, eſpecially when 
he was preſt, or that he had a mind ro 
wave any: Queſtion. 
Scene in the- places near unto his abode 
but- when the fame of his Oracles was 
once fpread in 1raly and Rome, people ei- 
ther ſent, or flockt to ic themſelves, and 
particularly the Grandees, and thoſe who 
were moſt in favour wich the Prince, the 
Principal-of -whom was Rurc:illiarzs, who 


had fignalized himſelf "on ſeveral occaſions, _ 


and was an Honeſt Man, but extraordi- 
narily ſuperſtitious, to the degree of fal- 
ling down upoa his knees before all the 
Stones he met with in his way, on which 
any Effulion had been made, or any Gar- 
land laid. Thus he almoſt reſolved quis

Rs. He made uſe of.. a Di trick, 
which is, that when he had read their Que- 
{tions, _ he detained -the Tickets, without 
making any Anſwer thereunto, to. have (as 
it were) a pledge of Hs Fidelity that had 
given it him, who by that means. was:con- 
{trained to care him, inſtead of, complain- 
ing of him. 1 will here fet down ſome 
the Anſwers he made to Rutillianus, 
who- having conſulted. the Oracle, what 
Tutor he ſhould chufe for the Education of 
his Son, he anſwered in Oracle-Ppetry ; 


Pythagoras,and him,who Battles ſings. 


Bur the Child dying. ſome time after, he 


was much puzzled to vindicate his Oracle. 
Rutillianus 
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Rutillianus help'd to deceive himſelf, and 
did affirm, that he had foretold the death 
of. his: Son, by appointing for his Tutors 
thoſe- two great Men, Pythagore and Ho- 
mer, who were long fince dead. Another 
time. the ſame Perlon having ask'd him, 
according to the Do&rine of Pytbagoras, 
what he had been before he was what he 
was, and what he ſhould be hereafter, he 
made him anſwer, he had been Achiles, 
then Menander, and that he ſhould become 
a Sun-Beam, after having lived a hundred 
and fourſcore years 3 but he died at the 
age of (eventy, contrary to the promiſe 
of the -Oracle, though it was one of the 
moſt authentick ones. Entertaining thoughts 
of Marriage , he offered him his Daugh- 
ter, whom he ſaid he had begatten of the 
Moor , that had been in love with Him, 
as well as with Endymion , and comman- 
ed him to marry her. Whereupon R«- 
tillianus without any farther deliberation 
{ent for the Wench, and proceeded to a 
Wedding, having firſt Sacrifticed whole 
Hecatomb to the Moon his eMother-in- 
law, fancying himſelf already one of the 
immortal Gang. After {fo great a ſuccels, 
our Impoltor meditated much higher 
Deſigns, and difpersd Emiflaries through- 
out all 'the Roman Empire with Oracles ; 
forewarning Cities to take heed of Plagues, 
Conflagrations, or Earthquakes, wich a 
promile of {ending them Remedies againſt 
all ſuch accidents. Cu allo proclaimed 
h 2 an 
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an-Oracle from the Gods own: mouth, to 
ſerve for a preſervative againſt the Plague, 
which was then very violent, and it was 
every where written upon the doors of 
Houſes as a ſoveraign Antidote ' figainſt 
that Contagion 3 but 'by ill luck | thoſe 
Houſes were the firſt Infected, - perhaps 
upon a vain Confidence, having been neg- 
ligent in their Dyet and Condn&t. He 
had ſeveral- Perſons in Rome, that certi- 
fied him of the great Metis ſentiments, 
and informed him of what they were to 

 -ask at his arrival, that he might have 
leifure to prepare his anſwers: He had 

alfo inſtituted a kind of ſociety. or frater- 

nity, wherein they carried Forches, with 

divers Ceremonies, which laſted for three 

whole days. On the firſt, they proclai- 

med,” as they do at Athens; If there be a- 

zy Epicurean, or Chriſtian, or Atheiſt, who 

#5 come 10 make a mock. of cur Myſteries, let 

bim depart, but let the true Believers be ini- 

tiated a Gods name, Then he marching in 

the front, cryed out, Hence ye Chriſtians, 

and the whole multitude an{wer'd, Hence 

ye. Fpicureans : Then they celebrated La- 

ronz's delivery with the Birth of -4pollo, 

and the Marriage of Corons, followed with 

the Advent of eA(culapins. On the ſe- 

cond day they folemniz'd the Nativity of 

. *Tvey card ® Glycon, and on the third the Marriage 
Lin Dadis, of Podalirixs, and our Prophets Mother, 
On - — wherein they lighted Torches, from whence 
wich re e the: hole Ceremony+ borrows it's Name. 
lighted. LI They 
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They alſo repreſented the Amours of the -j 
Prophet, and Madam LZuna , the Mother I 
of Rutillianus his Wife, and he ſlept in <1 
the midſt of the Ceremony like another 
Endymion, Then | deſcended from the Root, 
a lovely 'Lady- repreſenting the Moon: 
This was the Wife of- one of the Empe- 
rors Stewards of his Houſhold , who had 
the inſolence in the preſence of her Hus- 
band -to come and kiſs, and embrace our 
Impoſtor, and perhaps they- would have 
proceeded to greater familiarities, had 
there not been ſo much light, for they were 
known not to hate one another. mortally. 
After this, he put on his Pontifical Robes, 
in deep filence he enter'd, then of a fud- 
den cry'd out to Glycon; to which an ex- 
cellent Chorus of Muſicians made anſwer 
to Alexander, followed with Paphlagonian * 
Preco's, who 'were great Lubbers, ſtinking 
of Garlick, and wearing leather Stockings. 
In' the mean while as he went in. Pro- 
ceſhon with many Torches, and myſteri- 
ous Gambolds , he diſcovered noiv anq 
then a golden Thigh to Counterfeit Py- 
thagoras, by the means (as I believe ) of 
guilt leather drawers, - which glittered - by 
the Torch-light. . This ſtarted a great - 
Queſtion. between two Philoſophers, Whe- 
ther be hzd' not Pythagoras his Soul, 4s well 
@s Thigh.. But it was remitted to the d2- 
citon 'of the Oracle, which anſwered, that 
the Soul. of Pyrhagoras was born, and_ died 
from tins to time, but that that of the 
s oe Pro- 
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Prophet was immortal, and of Celeſtial 
Origine. Though he forbid the -love of 
Bop as a deteſtable.Crime, - he comman- 
ded the Cities of Pontus and Paphlagorta, 
to ſend him ſome to conſult the Oracle, 
and ſing the praiſes of the God. Where- 
'npon they ſent him every three years, 

Children of good Families, and the hand- 
ſomeſt -of the Youth , whom he - proſtitu- 
red to his Luſts, having eſtabliſh'd a plea- 
ſant Cuſtom, that none ſhould preſame to 
ſalute him with a kiſs, when , they were 
once paſt eighteen years of Age; fo as that 
he only kiſsd young Boys, who for that 
reaſon were called The Children of the Kiſs, 
and to others. gave his hand to be buſFt. 
In this manner did he Couzen the filly 
People, who held it for a favour to have 
their Wives or their Children Careſs'd ; 
and ſome Women boaſted publickly of 
their having had Children by him, and 
took their Husbands to witneſs that their 
Big-bellies were Prophetical. I will relate 
to you a Dialogue 'between the God and 
2 Prieſt of Ti/ana, whole wit you may 
gueſs at by that of his Queſtions. For I

For he 
fear d Epicarus and his followers as mor- 
tal Enemies to his Impoſtors, and had like 
to have been the ruine of an Epicurean, 
who had the boldneſs to reproach him 
with his having occaſion'd ſeveral innocent 
Perſons deaths by a falſe Oracle. The 
thing happend thus.

approaching . Peace, which ſhould be prece- | 
ded by a ſignal To Theſe Lyons crof- 
{ing the River, were killed by 'the Enemy, 
and'preſently after the Romans were defeated 
by the Barbarians, and had like to have loſt 
Aquileia, after the deaths of above twenty 
thouſand men. But the ſpark to fave his 
Bacon, made uſe of Apollo's Artifice againft 
Creſis, and ſaid that he had foretold the 
Victory, but had not added the name of the 
Conquerour. In mean while, as there was 
a-prodigious reſort to him from all parts, and, 
the ſmallneſs of the City where he was,

Afſoon as they ſaw me, they 
raz'to my Armes, each hugging and deſiring 
me, according to the Cuſtom, 'to take up my 
Quarters at their Homes. But I excus'd' it as

He 
muſt be careful his & ſtate be'not impaired ; be 
at all hours a foot, to attend upon his Law 
Suits and Aﬀairs. i omit a thoutand Cha- 
grins and Vexations ; ſometimes of a Dull, 
Clumſey Yalet-de-Chambre ; another while 
the Falſeneſs and Roguery of a Sreward or 
Bailiff; ſomerimes of a Cook who does not 
pive the Sauce the right Guſt and Reliſh, and 
expoſes yottfo the receiving anAfﬀront in good 
Company. ' To be ſhort, in the Rouſe of a 
Rich man thereis perpetual occafion for baw- 
ling ; andif a man be poor, that's ſtill worſe; 
for then he cannot reliſh any Pleaſure; Bur 
the Paraſite has none of theſe troubles and in- 
cumbrances, for he always finds the Clcath 
laid, without giving his head any diſturbance; 
 ſoas he hath neither the inconveniencies of 
Poverty,nor thoſe of Riches ; and thus he lives 
in a perfeft Tranquility, wherein Beatitude 
confiſts.

There's no Cal- 
ling but coſts a great deal to learn, but this 
coſts nothing ; and if it coſts any thing, it is 
not to him who learns it, but to hin who 
teaches it ; for it's always learn'd at an others 
Charge, Moſt People are vex'd with their 
Profeſſion when they have attain'd it, and are 
always uneaſie when they muſt exerciſe it; 
whereas the Paraſite never more pleas'd 
than when he puts his in prad@ice, for it's' no 
more troubleſome to exerciſe- than to learn. 
In others, they ſtandin need of a thouſand 
Tools, the Learned man he wants a world of 
Books ; whereas the Parefite wants no ather 
Inftraments than thoſe which Nature beftow?'d 
upon us, which can neither be. carried a- 
way, nor purloyn'd, and which coſt no great 
Sums of Money as do thoſe of Mathemars- 
cians. Others receive only their Sallary after 
their labour ; and often too they have it not 
then,but muſt go.to Law to getip. The Paraſite 
hods his Sallary in. his Labour, and his end in 
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his operation, which is the ultimate perfection 
of Art, For commonly the end of the Arr is 
not chat of the Artificer, A Husbandman does 
not labour for the ſake of labouring, but for a 
livelyhood, and efollows tillage, upon the 
account of the Profir, which accrews from 
tiliiage, But the Paraſite. uſes his Ar: for 
the art fake, and for the pleaſure he takes 
in his Art, Zfechameks have but ſome dayes 
of Merriment ; but it's alyays Holygay with 
the Paraliie, and others recreate themſelves 
in his labour, as in the end of theirs ; 1o that it 
may with juſtice be called the 4rt of Arts, be- 
cauſe the end cf others is contained in the end 
of this Art. Tradeſmen perform their Maſter- 
pieces Faſting, bur the Paraſite is a bungler if 
he has not Eat, ard doth all his Maſter- pieces 
at Table, Moſt bothers cainor work but in. 
their Shops ; the Paraſite performs his FunCti- 
on every, where, as well in the Country as 
City, -as wCll in repoſe as travelling, and is al- 
wayes at his eaſe. Thoſe who ſpend an others 
Eftate do him an injury. The Par fire wrongs 
no man by ſpending of his Wealth; and inſtead 
of their being diſpleasd at it, he receives 
thanks, The beginnings of other Arrs are low 
and abje& as well as their Exerciſe ; this of the 
Paraſite is: Wlluftrious , and commences 'with 

Friendſhip,which is ſo much boaſted of by P4z. 

ſolophers,nor indeed is it uſed but by perſons of 

Condition, as I ſhall preſently make appear, 
and never by a Fool or a Varlet., Bur moſt 
Mechanirts arc of the loweſt Order, as well 

. for Qualities as for Spirit; and were they not 

ſo would nor amuſe themſelves in ſuch trivi-

like a preſent from Heaven well as Poetry :

Yaving this ſhow'd in general the 
eminent advantages which this Arr has over 
others, Let's conſider in particular thoſe it 
has over the moſt famous and celebrated Arts, 
for *twould be too much debaſling its Glory to 
compare it with the reſt, Every man con- 
curs, that Philoſophy and Eloquence , whether

Wherefore, if we ſhow the pre-eminence this |} / 
has over them, the reſt will cafily ſtrike ſail, 
It is a maxime in Phileſophy, that whatever 
ſubſiſts or exiſts in Nature, is One; ſo that 
thoſe two things have only.a Chymerical Be- 
ing,for there are ſeveral Rhezericl, and ſeveral 
Philoſophies quite different, and 'tis a miracle 
ro meet with two alike ; ſeeing that what is 
approved by. ſame is condemned by others. 
But Paraſitry is one and the ſame through all 
the World, andis uſed no otherwiſe in Grecee 
than in Jtaly, or amofig the Barbarians ; for 
Paraſites follow every where the ſame Rules 
andCanons,and arenotlike the Epicareans and 
Stoicks, who agree neither upon the end nor 
the Principles. So great-are theſe wonders, 
that they make me ſometimes doubt whether 
it be not the Sapience whereof Ariftotle makes 
mention, which contains in it the end of all 
ScFpnces, | Ty: 
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- Tychiaaes. Here's Reaſonenough a Conſci- 
ence, Sir, Have you nolInartificial Arguments 
no Authorities and Examples to prove fo ad- 
mirablea' Doctrine. 

Simo, Yes, and in great numbers too, 
Firſt of all, There's no Parefite that turns Ph;- 
loſopher, whereas a world of Philoſophers day- 
ly become Paraſites.

I crouble my ſelf with alleadging Teſtimonies 
of the one andothers worth? Never was there 
any. Orator or Philoſopher, who went to the 
_ War, but repented his ſo doing ? /ſocrates was 
far from going on War-like Expeditions, not 
having had ſo much as the fortitude to repeat 
a Speech in the 7«dieial Forum. As to the 0- 
thers,, King\ Philip had no ſooner declared 
War againſt te Athenians, but Demades, E- 
chines and Philocrates ; whotrembled for fear, 
delivered'up their Country to him. Bur Ly- 
cnrgus, Demoſthenes, and Hyperides, who 
ſpoke and bluſtred fo loud, and ſeem'd fo re- 
ſolute in their Harangues, what exploit of 
War did they everperform? The firſt and laſt 
were ſuch Daſtardly wretches that they 
durſt not ſo much as budge out of the Gates 
of their City, and- made nothing but Decrces 
and Speeches. As to the other Genileman 
who play'd more the Filſtaffe and Braggadocia, 
and gave reviling Language to Phihp., -hav-

either they never were in a Campagne; ſuch as 
Antiſthenes , and Diogenes, and Crates, and 
Zeno, and Plato, and e£ſchines, and Avi- 
ftotle,' andall their rout, or they fled like Sg- 
crates, who having had the Courage to march 
againſt the Lacedemoniens, loſt heart at the firſt 
out-ſet, and choſe rather ro go back and 
diſpute trimly with his own Scholars , than 
to have to do with the Diſciples of Lycarges. 

Tychiades, True inded, I have read what 
you ſay in good Authors, and in this you do 
not enkance upon the Truth. "But have you 
any example of the Valour of a Paraſite ? 

Simo, God forgive me, ;.have I! Why all 


| thoſe who kave read Hoemer know that his 


braveſt Heroes were of this Profeſſion. Ne- 
ſtor, who was no leſs Couragious than Elo- 
quent, was Agamemnon's Paraſire ; and that 
Prince admires no body ſo much as Neſtor : 


- For he does not ſay, be would have a dozen 


Achilles's, Ajax's, ot Diomedes 8,but Neſtor 's. 
That is to ſay, Paraſites; and that with theſe 
he could quickly have taken Troy: Idomeneus 
was one alſo,by the report of the ſame Author.

| pittyful ſupplication#'like the former, who be- 

ſought Ac+:Hes to reftore his Body to his Fa- 
ther ; but he fays lofty things and worthy of 
his Profeſſion; That if twenty, ſuch as be bad 
come befors him, he would have kill'd them all.

In Feaſts, 
which | are of-/the Principal Occupations 
of Peace, who. knows better than Paraſites, 
how to Chear & to do the honour of the Com- 
pany ? Whereas a Philoſopher reſcmbles a 
man who comes from burying his Father or 
Mother, ſo-ſad and melancholly he appears - 
Compare them in the other parts of their 
Life:: The'Paraſite deſpiſes Glory and cares 
not at all for what people can fay, either 
in his praiſe or | diſadvantage: When as 
Philoſophers and Orators are paſſionately 
fond and enamour'd of Fame,tho' they preach 
the Contrary , and would fain be thought 
C neg- 
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negligent of things of Opinion, and Contem- 
ners of Renown. It's for Avarice an Orator 
does not only ſell his Voice but his Con- 
ſcience, and the Philoſopher. to ſcrape 'up 
Riches, vends Yertue by inch of Candle, and

icour the whole World to hcap up Riches, 
and become the {laves of great men.Shall I ſpeak 
the other Paſſions wherewith they are Ty- 
ranni7'd?

H E Pleaſure is certainly very great 
that a man may receive from a Survey 


of what people do and ſay in time of 
Mourning : For they ever account what has 
befall'n 'em inſupportable, both to themſelves 
and thoſe they Condole, & ſuch as comfort & 
pay 'em the uſual Complements of Condo- 
leance,endeavour to ſhew the contrary, tho' 
they ſometimes ſooth the Mourners Paſſion, 
to- content ?em, and to win upon their af- 
ſeftions. But let us pry a little into what 
thoſe ſay, who lye under this Affliction, 
after having expoſed their Opinion, touching 
the Dead ;- for this contributes to the farce. 
People abus'd by Poets , and; particularly 
by Hefiod and Homer, came to teas 
ge 1s ow 
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how there was below a Subterranean Place, 
very deep and gloomy, tho* they fancy they 
know what there occurs: Where the Dead 
are detain'd in Eternal and Inviſible Bands, 
without ever any being 'ſuffer'd to ſtir from 
thence, bating ſome few, thro? all the ex- 
tent of Ages; nay,and that'a particular favour 
too,and for Reaſons of great jmpartance, for 
the whole Country is ſurrounded with great 
Rivers, whoſe very Names are Terrible, 
* Horrour, * Styx, Phlegeton , Cocytus » without menti- 
Fires Ca Oning Acheron, a great Lake juſt at the en- 
Pm trance, which exbales ſo groſs a Vapour, 
that the very Ghoſts of Blrds departed can- 
not fly over. _— 

Firſt, At the Deſcent, you find an Adaman- 
tine Gate, guarded by eAacxs, the Coulin 
German of Pluto, in the company of Cer- 
berus, atripple-headed Dog, that fawns and 
careſles highly all new Commers, but barks 
terribly at thoſe who wou'd goout,and frights 
*em back igto their Dungeon. Beyond the 
marſh is a great Field of 4/phed;/, through 
which glides the River of Forgetfulneſs, a 
mortal enemy to Memory, if we may pin our _ 
faith upon 1uch perſons as formerly return'd 
irom thence ;-Tho' it's ſomewhat ſtrange, how 
they could remember it after baving drunk 
thereof, and recount all thoſe diſmal.things 
which we only know by their Narative.

PraCctice. - Generals of Armies, who battaile

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and Hiſtory, Pyrrhws and Alexander, are much 


more eſteem'd than thoſe who haye only the 


Theory of ſo perillous a Science. ' Moreover, 
in my opinion, Archimedes and 'Soſtratus, the 
firſf-of whom burnt the Gallies of the Romans 
at the Siege of Syracuſe, by an admirable Arti- 
fice ; and the other defeated Ptolemey, and 
took the City of Memphis without fighting, af- 
ter having chang'd the Courſe of the N:/e; are 
more admirablethan thoſe'who have only yain 
ſpeculations which they neyer pot in practice. 
Thus Thales, a man of a quick and ready 
Wit, having *promis'd Creſus to make his

Caulifk Hercules. 


"H E Gals in their langnage call Heren- 
les, Ogmius, and paint the God, hoary,z 
bald, wrinkled'and tawny ; like to old 

Mariners, or rather to Charon himſelf, or to 
Papers, who is reckon'd for the moſt: ancient 
all men. In ſhort, to ſee him, you wou'd 
taRt him forany thing ſooner then Hercules , 
tho? he wears the ſameenſigns, 'a Lyons skin 
about his ſhoulders, a maſſie Club in his right 
hand, with a Bow bent in hisleft, and a qo 
ver at his back.. I thought atfirſt, they did 
It out of mockery to the Greeks, or out of re- 
venge for the incurſions he made. into their 
Country, in his Expedition of Spain. But I 
have not yet told you of the greateſt myſtery 
of the picture, which is that he held enchain'd 
by the ear, an infinite number of people, who 
are ty*d to his tongue, by twiſts or wires very 
ſmall, as by ſo many Chains, and follow him 
willingly without ſtruggling or hanging back, 
inſomuch that a-man wou'd fay;they delighted 
in 


_ .* in captivity. As I was wond'ring with ſoine 
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indignation at this Spectacle, one of that 
Country Doctors, who ſpoke very good 
Greek, told:me he won'd unriddle me the my- 
ſtery that was contain'd uMMer that «Enigma , 
and began in the manner following, Wedo 
not; with the/Greths, believe, 'that Aercury 
is the ſymbol or rather the God of Eloquence, 
as he is ſtil'd, but rather Hercules who is much 
more powerful. And our opinion is, that he 
effeted all that we admire,not by the ſtrength 


-of his Arm,but by that of his Reaſon. Where- 


fore we paint hin under the figure of an Old 
mans: becauſe. Reaſon is not accompliſh'd unit 
that Age; For which cauſe Homer makes a Ri- 
ver of Honey. flow from-the mouth of Neſtor, 
who had lived three Ages of man, and com- 
pares the. Diſcourſes -of the Trojan old men 
to-2 Parterre of flow'rs, This God holds 
mankind ty'd by theears which is the effeþo 
Ratiociuation, and- his tongue to which they 


are faſten'd is the inſtrument of their Capti-

vity. His Darts are the force of his Reaſons: 
being frather?d, becauſe that words are wing- 
ed , as Homer calls them. Now to apply this 
to my ſubject, I will tell you, that the remem- 
brance of this igure,gave me encouragement, 
as I was. doubting whether I ſhould. engage 
again at my. years, in the Exerciſes of youth*, 
for fear I ſhowd be ny to! be dwindling 
into infancy.

HE Flies is no.leſs great, in reſpeCt of 
| Gnats, and other ſuch like-Inſects, as 
©.—. It.is little in compariſon of Bees. But 
| a Man may fay that the delicacy of it's Wings, 
as far excells that of other Birds, if it may 
be reckon'd in that number, * as Silk excells 
Wool, or Linnen. Ir is not like Fowls co- 
_ver'd with Feathers, but with afine Lawn like 
Oraſhopers ; and when you view it in the 
Sun, it ſhines with' ſeveral Colqurs like the 
Peacocks tail, .or the neck of a Pigeon. . It's 
flight is not by might of wing, like that of 
Birds, nor by leaps and bounds, as a Graſ- 
hoper , but. flexible, and . turning in an 
inſtant ; and the noiſe, it makes in flying, is 
not ſo harſh as that, of Waſps and Drones, 
but reſembles the ſound of Flutes,compar'd to 
Ho-boys or to Trumpets. It has a great,eye 
ev'n with the head; which is hard and ſhin- 
ing like horn, and it's head is not fixed to 
the body . as is that of Graſhopers , but. 
holds to it by the means of the neck, and 
moyes en all ſides.

that Men and the fierceſt Mimals cannot fence

fell to ſinging and playing,upon the Inſtry- 
ments; inſtead of the maryels that were ex- 
pected, they only heard a wretched Diſcord, 
which was in no wile, in tune with his Harp ;

But eight or nine daies be- 
fore his end, he had a great vomiting by 
having perhaps eaten too much, which was 
follow'd with a violent Feaver. The Phyfici- 
an, who attend'd his fickneſs, told me that he 

"found him on the floor, notable to endure 
the burning of the Feaver, and asking for 
cool water 3. but he refus'd to give. him any, 
and told him, that if he was. defirous of 
Death, he ſhould now embrace it, .that it 
offer d of ir ſelf,” and that it-would ſpare him 
the trouble of a funeral pile; To this he made 
anſwer that it was not- glorious enough. I 
remember how that, ſome daies-afore, 1 ſaw 
him rubb'd with ſo ſharp a medicament that - 
it made him weep ; which is juſt as if a Cri- 
minal ſhould caule a ſore finger to be dreſs'd 

. before he went to execution. What think ye 
Democritus would have done at ſuch a- fight as 
this? Can you imagine he had a ſufficient 
ſource of Laughter as not to be exhauſted. 
Laugh, like him, out your fill, for the thing 
goes well deſerve it; and eſpeci ly, when 
you fee ſuch fools, as extoll and ftand in
